YELLOWSTONE DISTRICT. 
Bisxhop Cook and Brethren of Our Conference. 

It was with considerable misgivings that a vear ago under the 
appointinent from Bishojp McConnell we assuwmed charge of this great 
and crowling dGistrict. A ftuller knowledge of the scophe of our taxk would 
have augmented our misglvings. The first necexsitv was to: locate 
the charges geographically. We found them <stretched along the 
Northern Pacitic R. R. from Bozeman tto Dakota, a disxtance of over 
four hundred miles, and along the branch lines on either side and in 
rural districts from Birney oh the Tongue River to Slousx Paxs ol the 
Missourl, another distance of about three hundred miles. - In this vast 
territory, a thouxand 8quare miles larger than the land area of Ili- 
nios, and larger than the combined land area of New York, New .Jer- 
SEV, and Delaware combined, we found twenty-SIx charges. 

Superintendent Tait in his report lat year et forth a detailed 
Statement of cach charge of the district beginning with Bozeman and 
ending with Slous Pass. It seemed unnecessary Since his complete 
Survey Is a matter of record in the printed minutes of last year that 
we Should repeat what he bas done 8 thoroughly and xo well. We 
will therefore confine ourselves to the more ceneral interests of the 
work touching ouly on the items of Special interest in the xeveral 
Charges, | 

Health in the Parsonages. 

While there has been Some slckness Ih the pars0nages the work 
has in no instance been seriously interrupted. There have been 10 
(tleaths In the parsonhages of the district. A nmnnber of future candi- 
dates for the presidency have arrived mostly however of the suffracsy- 
ette persnason. 

Changes in Appointments. 


We found all the charges manned except the Red Water and the 
Bloomfield Circuits. For Bloomfield we Secured M. B. Holloway of 
the Southern 1llnois Conference. Aﬀter a fairly successful year he 
decides to return to Illinvis For the Red River Circuit we Secured 
Rev. T. L. McCutcheon, a retired minisxter from the Canadian Confer- 
ence. He has done good work, showing greater zeal in extending his 
field than some younger men. Rev. Samuel Taylor relinquished the 
work at. Baker to go to India. To fill the vacancy we Secured Rev. 
H. J. Bamford of the Northwest Kansas Conterence. Brother Bam- 
ford vielded to the lure of the commercial world and Baker was again 
vacant. The official board decided that two preachers in one year. 
was sufficient and that they would wait till conference to try the 
third. At Easter time Brother Edworthy left his work at Hardin and 
accepted work for the Congregationalists at Plains where he had form- 
erly preached in the Methodist Church. He has surrendered his papers 
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and withdrawn from our ministry and church. Hardin has heen sup- 
plied by Conference evangelist Kelley. Brother S. F. Langdel, becom- 
ing convinced that his services were no longer desired at Sloux Pass 
resigned* in the winter and went east. Sioux Pass has been supphed 
by Brother Armstrong of Culbertson in the North Montana Conference. 
Brother Earl J. Smith at Comanche found the income of a Methodist 
preacher insufficient for his needs and left his pulpit to sell farmers loan 
<hares to the people to whom he formerly preached. The charge does 
not seem to have suffered greatly. The pastor left with no benevol- 
ences raised and a debt of about three hundred dollars on the prop- 
erty. The work has gone on without a pastor. All benevolences have 
been raised in full and the debt has been raised in full. The lay dele- 
gate from thihs charge, Mrs. Mary Fritchie, 1s here with one of the 
best reports brought to the conference. 


Building and Improvements. 


On the way to Conference a year ago a number of the preachers 
stopped over at Billings to attend the laying of the cornerstone at the 
New Billings Church. The new addition is completed at a cost of about 
eighteen thousand dollars. The enterprise was carried through from 
beginning to end in such a Splendid and wholesome manner that the 
whole church was inspired and enthused. The accomplishments and 
the outlook of the Billings church is truly marvelous. , 

The Miles City project has moved rapidly and surely toward com- 
pletion under the constant and determined efforts of Pastor Martin. 
He and his people have stood up nobly under a heavy load. They 
deserve the encouragement and material assistance of the church. 
While there is a great task remaining before the victory is complete 
the people are (etermined and optimistic and that is four-fifths of 
the battle. 

Glendive under the masterful management of Brother W. B. Bliss 
has emerged from their period of testing with a magnificent new par- 
Sonage free from deht and the debt on the church in manageable form. 

Baker, in spite of their difficulties have finisghed a modern par- 
Sonage. Hardin despite the change of pastors in midyear has well 
under way a basement to cost equipped about forty-five hundred dol- 


lars. "This 1s the first unit of a plant when completed is calculated to. 


meet the requirements of this progressive new county esat. Comanche 
has built and furnished a new four room parsonage. Wheatley s8ocliety 
on the Huntley circuit bought a schoolhouse, moved it and convyerted 
It into a very neat little church and dedicated it last Sunday week 
without debt. A new church is nearing completion at Hibbard. The 
church at Roberts on the Joliet circuit has been completed and is one 
of the neatest little churches on the district. At Ashland on the Bir- 
ney circuit and Carlyle on the Preston Circuit there are new building 
projects under way. At Wilsal the Congregational church has beer 
purchased nad extensively repaired. 'The church at Reeds point has 
been improved by the addition of 'a'new tower. There have heen many 
other improvement projects of lexss8er importance throughout the 
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District. Two fires have occurred on the district. One at Big Timber 
causlng a damage of nearly a hundred dollars. Damage was covered 
by inxurance and repairs have been made. The pastors lib ary how- 
ever was destroyed and was not insured. The other fire was at Sales- 
ville. 'This damage was about four hundred dollars and was covered 
by insurance. The adjustment has been made but no repairs have yet 
Leen done. We no longer use this church. The Christian denomina- 
tion is the only one working there and they desire to purchase our 
property. 1 recommend the <xale. 


NEW WORK. 


- On assuming charge of the district we found the xum of fifty 
dollars at the dispoxal of the Superintendent for new work. We could 
have wisely uxed a thousand. Our activity along this line of necessity 
conslst mostly in plans for the future. . With no funds and the task 
of familiarizing myself with the work already organized rendered 
much accomplixghment in extension work impoxsible, Urgent requests 
have come from many Sources. Valuable information and axsisxtance 
have been rendered by our $S. S. misxionary Rev. C. E. Fenton.  "Pang- 
1ble rexults and plans are as follows :—A new circuit is planned along 
the Milwaukee northwest of Forsyth, including Ingomar, where the 
Congregatlionalists have been working for several years but have xur- 
rendered the field in our favor because of the great predominance of 
Methodist people, with Hibbard where a new church is nearing com- 
pletion, with Sumatra and Bascom and Edwards. Brother Fulford 
while doing a s$plendid years work at Forsyth has looked after the 
interests of the above named polnts preparing them for a resident 
pastor. North of Miles City about twenty miles at the Hill OCrest 
School house the teacher of the school, a local preacher in our church. 


has been preaching all vear with good rexults. Other points in the 


vicinity are calling for his services and with a small appropriation of 
iisslonary funds a circuit that promises well may be establisched. In 
the extreme &south eastern corner of the state a long distance from 
any other work there comes an urgent call for services. Rev. Faith 
who formerly preached in our conterence has a homestead in the 
Vicinity and with a little help agrees to extablisch and conduct regular 
Services. Our plans for the coming year contemplates these three new 
enterprises if funds can be Secured by some of the charges relinquish- 
INg a part of the funds they now receive as that is the only source 
of funds for the work. Beside these Specific cases new preaching 
points to the number of about eighteen have been opened by ou! 
pastors and continued with more or less regularity. 

- EVANGELISM. 
tev. F. O. Kelly has been Conference Erangelist for the past year 
and has rendered valuable service at many points. While most of his 
meetings have been held in the North Montana Conference and on the 
Butte District of this Conference, his residence is in the Yellowstone 
District and his pastoral work was here, x0 we feel that he belongs 
to us. He and his good wife seem <plendidly fitted for this work 
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and they make a good team. The; feel that It is their work and de- 
SIre- to be continued. | | 

In. this connection I dexsire to refer to what appeais to me as 
a dangerons practice becoming all to prevalent. It is what I shall 
call peripatetic or tramp evyangelists. Individuals calling themselves 
evangelists going through the country holding meetings. . The Yellow- 
stone District has been visited by a number of them this-year. Some 
of our folks have taken up with them and have been left sadder and 
wiser. While we Should not claim any monopoly on the Gospel, 1t 
is dangerous business to «nhbject the interexts of the Kingdom under 
our care to unaccredited . or only self-accedited evangeilsts. They 
Should be requested to pass on and our own accredited and commus- 
Sloned eyangelists uxetl. 


INSTITUTIONS. 


The only institution within the bounds of our District is the 
Deaconess Hospital at Bozeman. *The only embarrassment connected 
with this institution is that arising from 1ts great 8uccess. Briefly 
Stated that embarrassxment s the inmedliate necessity of a new bull- 
ding to cost not Tess than Sixty housand dollars. This bunlding 1< 
absolutely necessary at once If we are to care for the growing patrou- 
age and continue. to control the hospital situation of the Gallatin 
Valley. The details of the work of the hospital will be presented by 
a representative of the institution. When one knows of the uniform 
financial success, attained, and the unbounded appreciation re- 
ceived, by our deaconess hospitals it is no occasion of surprise that 
almost every Important city in the state is asking for a deaconess hos- 
pital. Would that we could resgpond. to all the calls. What an 0o1- 
portunity for Christian s8ervice. What a boon to Methodism. The 
Montana Wesleyan, our most vital interest, and the Deaconess schoo! 
are both in the bounds of the Butte District and will receive due 
treaatment by the Superintendent of that district. 


IN GENERAL. 


I am continually seeing the evidence of splendid work done by my 
predecessors. 'The work has suffered from too frequent changes in the 
Superintendency. To have four different superintendents in five years 
could not but be detrimental to the organization and progress of the 
work. The past quadrennium has shown an unpleasant decline in the 
Statistics and benevolences. We believe that this decline is the reenlt 
of no essential difficulties but rather that a continuons constructive 
policy will result in rapid and permanent progress. It must be $0 
The conntry is growing in population with tremendous rapidity. 
While many of the people are not especially religiously inclined they 
are Just folks and are not void of religious interests. The most en- 
couraging factor in the outlook is the unuxsual religious activity among 
the young people. A study of the statistics of recent Years will show 
that while in many points the work has suffered decline the work 
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expeclally related to the young people and conducted by them has made 
Steady advance. With all dune respect to our pastors we need stronger 
leadership in our pulpits. It is easier to scold the people for not doing 
things than it is to lead them in doing. It is easier to complain of 
the lack of interest than it is to inspire to greater interesxt. While 
we all agree that the work in Montana is hard we vet believe that to 
the right kind of leadership and service there is a response that for 
candor and wholexomeness is not <urvrised anywhere. Outsanding ex-. 
amples in Montana verify the axsertion. We believe that the New 
Financial Plan or the every member canvyass and the Methodist For- 
ward Movement or Personal Evangelisem constitute a program esPec- 
1lally to the needs of our work. The Laymens Mixslonary Convention 
gave us a great impetus in this line and we have been urging this 
as the program of the churches wherever we have gone. Our program 
1s the Every Member Canvass aud the Mthodist Forward movement itn 
every charge. | 


STATEWIDE INTERESTS. 


SO fully have we been engrossed in the tasxk of our own d«istrict 
that we have vgiren little time to the thought of our conference or 
' «tate wide problems. We fully endorse however the recommendations 
of our colleague who has had greater experience and wider knowl- 
edge. [Pspectally do we endorse his recommendations looking toward 
the establishing of a State wide church policy. clearly defined and uni- 
versally snpported. We also recognize the necessitv of establisxhing an 


ePlscopal parsonage at Helena. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


This has been the buxsiest and in many wars the most interesting 
vVear of my life. 1 have enjoyed the best health of iy life. I am 
erateful to God for His prexence and help. IT appreciate the uniform 
courtesy all kindness of the pars0nage folks in their efforts to make 
pleasant and comfortable the life of a traveller. 1 acknowledge the 
fultest co-operation of a patient and faithful wife who has uncom- 
plainingly sacrificed privileges and pleaxures by having to remain at 
home alone with the family of xmall children. There is but one ade- 
quate compensation for what the life of a District Superintendent on 
Such a district as the Yellowstone District costs, and that is the con- 
Sclousness of rendering a worth while service for ones fellow-men, for. 


the church, and for Him who xet no bounds to what he would do for 


us.

I wish to fully im- 
press that the best results in this plan are impossible without care- 
ful preliminary work. But for this lack the work above mentioned 
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would have been very much more gratifying. A great deal oft this 
work remains to be done on Butte district. If skillfully planned and 
zealously executed it will bring stagnant work to life and vigor. It 
is not a question of resourcs but of getting to the resources. 


Local co-operation in this plan should make possible good pastoral 
charges at White Sulphur, Lima, Big Blackfoot, Butte misslons, Carl- 
ton and Huron. These are dormant fields which if revived would 
bring six new men to the district. 


DEDICATIONS. 


The work opened auspiciously after last conference 8ex810n : In 
truth a noteworthy occurrance took place during the sesslon of a year 
ago in the dedication of Unity church in the Meaderville xection of 
Butte. Bishop J. F. McConnell, president of last conference, Several 
former Unity pastors and other brethren including loyal local officials 
participated in this happy event only a few hours before Conterence 
adjourned, hence mention of the same is timely in this report. It was 
a happy. culmination of at least a decade of herolc sacriftice and en- 
deayor; Rev. W. H. Pascoe axssisted of course by his- wife was the 
cuiding genius at the finish. The charge was so fortunate as to retain 
their services during the past year with such results as new pews and 
general improvements. A much needed parsonage is the next task 
awaiting this heroic congregation. | 

Continuing dedication mentionings, Oct. 3 marked a dav of tri- 
umph at Ennis on Meadowcreek circuit. Rev. E. D. Swisher, his wife, 
the -architect, achieved a very fine result in church building. Presi- 
den C. L. Bovard, D.D., S. A. Oliver together with the pastor. the 
Superintendent and the people enjoyed a blessed dedication - day. But 
four days after the event a son was born to the Swishers. His name 
Should have been Ennis.

The field 
worker John Chirgwin, a member of Montana conference, has contriþh- 
uted no <mall part to the financial and general success of this fine 
institution. | 

The Wesleyan has reached a most critical period. Our very 
Serious and zealons efforts must concentrate here. Any steps that 
can be taken by Montana Methodism to focus attention and interest 
on this institution is not only worth while but very Imperative. More 
Specific recommendations will be heard in the report of President_ C.

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IMUROVEMENTS AND LIQUIDATIONS.

Drummond has acquired additional ground and reshaped bulldings. 
Grace has paid off parsonage debt and otherwise improved to exceed 
$2000.00. Trinity parsonage has been enlarged and modernized. Uni- 
ty has installed fire pews. Italian Misslon has purchased resldence 
for the missionary. St. Paul has installed a new pipe Organ. Meadow 
creek has altered parsonage for greater convenience. Philipsburg has 
improved parsonage. Missoula has made substantial gain on building 
debt. Clancy has ridded off a portion parsonage purchase. debt 
Maryvsville has paid property improvement debt. St. Ignatius has paid 
building debt. Whitehall has purchased a piano. _

COMMUNITY AND FEDERATED CHURCH MOVEMENTS. 


Some embarrasxment has attended our work 'at Plains. A com- 
munity church agitation brought on an unxettled state for. several 
months of the year. We xee danger of this idea becoming a fad. 
We might conceive of conditions where $uch would be desirable and 
advantageous, but without a consolidated community $spirit. The mere 
mechanism of consolidation will work with friction. Investigation at 
Plains brought clearly to light that our peoplg were not unanimous. 
Though the agitation unsettled affairs for a season. My statement is 
without bias that efforts on Butte district at community church has 
not commended the plan. By the nature of things the pulpit of the 
consolidated church has no liberty in emphaxis of definite principles 
Administrative problems become a distracting complication. 

At Stevensville the local congregations of the Methodist Epix- 
copal Church South and our own agreed to a federation compact. Its 
intricacies led me to advise that we abide the good time when from 
authoritive sources we can tollow our church leadership of both bodies 
. Into the coming unity. 

Our late general conference did constructive work in this direc-

IN CONCLUSION. 

We have just completed our first quadrenuium under the eDI8&cO- 
Pal area plan, devised by the general conterence of 1912, Real hisx- 
tory was made when our Montana delegations secured an Epixcopal 
rexidence in Helena. No happier arrangement was possible than the 
assignment of Bishop Napthali Luccock to this Area. A resident bish- 
OP was $80 rare, x0 novel to our lorth-west we all waited with eager 
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expectation for the personal touch with our leaders. Our hopes were 
<00n realized as he brought into our midst not only a striking per- 
Sonalty, original and vigorous, but a faith and vision to match it: 
all so perfectly adjustable to our needs and adaptable to our greut 
West., We can hear him saying yet with the enthusilasm that begets 
conviction and confidence ©What ought to be done can be done. We 
are the people to do it and by the grave of God we will.” The out- 
standing feature of this report is the record of the death of our 
leader on April 1, 1916. The funeral at St. Louis April 4 was 
an asxemblage of the leadership of our own church and others trom 
the central West. I am impressed that the time is at hand in which 
it will be eminently proper for our conference to take definite steps 
for founding in some part of our institutional work a suitable pio- 
'neer memorial, building or fund in memory of our worthy fathers, 
Bishop Luccock a central figure. Montana Wesleyan ofters the oppor- 
tunitv. This session of conference would do wisely to adjust a com- 
mission with this work in view. At the funeral of our departed 
3ishop I gathered some reflection of Sentiment from friends concern- 
ing this matter. It is my judgment that the movement would meet 
with general approval and liberal response. His immediate family do 
not consent to his name being used or attached to a building or 
fund. They do however approve of the ploneer memorial idea. 


Allusion to our Episcopal adjustment prompts me to observe that 
the gratitude and appreclation of this conterence 1s due our Montana 
delegations whose heroic efforts at the recent General conference re- 
Sulted in the continuance of the Helena area and residence against 
many sharp and persitent competitors.

We recognize the present moment as It a vital senxe crisal in 
our policy for the Montana Wesleyan University. We are face to face 
with Several problems that will tax our wisdom and consecration to 
their utmost. To enumerate these briefly: (1) Our Endowment 
Funds are growing very slowly in $pite of the many and repeated 
efforts we have made to increase them. (2) Student-getting is hin- 
(ered by circumstances that must be faced at once if we are to hold 
our position educationally in this rapidly growing state. Concentrat- 
ing our thought upon these two general problems, we present for your. 
conslderation the following: 

Whereas, (1) It appears from reports of the President that the 
campaign for endowment is greatly hindered by the lack of our school 

_ not being placed upon a full college basis—the interest in the scho6] 
p n0t being felt out among men of means for the reason that we do 
not count for enough educationally among our rapidly growing cCom- 
petitors—and Whereas (2) It is equally apparent that in our appeal 
for students the tact that we have not beet able to offer a full col- 
lege course, has shut us up to a very limited class of our fine young 
mel! and women in the State, and has greatly hampered our pastors 
in their work for students, thus limiting our enrollment both in num- 
besr and grade of scholarship, and Wheares, (:3) although we are ful- 
ly conversant with the requirements of our University Senate, and 
couslder them in general as wise, we do not deem them impossible of 
exception—inapplicable to certain frontier. conditions—indeed finding 
them not without provision for just such exlgenclies—, | | 
Therefore be it Rexolved that we recommend to the Board of 
Trustees of the Montana Wesleyan University the following course

of action or policy for our school :— 

(1) That it shall 'take Steps at itz September meeting tor 11- 
augurating and advertising full college WOrK——COurSeS ot s8tndy equiy-

cnaranty against deficit, and (b) that the Universlty Senate shall 
make such concessions as shall permit us 8 to do without jeopardizing 
our standing among Methodist colleges.

Under this 
adjustment, we renew the pledge of last year as to the sustentation 
fund, agreeing to and pledging an amount equal to 8% of our cash 
Salaries for this fund. We furthermore agree to a hearty cooperation 
with the school administration in securing students and equipment tor 
the school. We promise to comply with the Bishop's request to for- 
ward to him a list of our parishioners for the use of the school ant 


the Bishop in a better method of getting our facts before our consti- 
tuency. 


(5) We recommend further that the Board take such steps as 


shall be necessary to 80 amend our Charter that our name and title 
may be The Montana Wesleyan College instead of Montana Wesleyvan 
University, as at present. | 

(4). We recommend the idea of a Pioneer Memorial Movement 


for some department of the school to the favorable consideration of 
the Board. 


SCHOOL OF THE PROPHETS FROM REPORT ON EDUCATION.

BISHOP NAPHTALI LUCCOCK, PH.D., D.D. 


Bishop Naphtali Luccock 
was hom in FRimboltarr. 
(zUernsev County, ()h1o. 
September 28S, 1853. He 
was ceraduated from the 
Ohio Wesleran University 
11 the class of 1874 with A. 
B. and later was honored 
with the literary degrees of 
A.M. from his alma mater, 
Ph.D. from the Wextern 
(now Pittsburg) University, 
and D:D. from Syracuse 
University. He served two 
pastorates in the Pittsburg 
conference and was for a 


period of three vears Pro- 
fes80r 11 the Allegheny col- 
lege, located at Meadville, 
Pa. He had a long and 
Successtul pastorate in St. 
Louis, Mo.. and later gave 
the initial nnpulse to the 
| new Church —Hvde Park— 
Kaunas City, Mo. He was elected Biſhop at Minneapolis, Minn., in 
1912, and located in the Helena area. with rexidence at Helena, Mon- 
fana. Within a month of the completion of his first quadrennium, he 
passed to his reward—April 1, 1916. 


Bishop Luccock received many honors from his church prior to 
his election to the chief pastorate. He was our fraternal delegate to 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 1910, greatly endearing 
himself to that body. He was the author of several works—Chrisian 
Citizenship, Living Words from the Pulpit. The Royalty of Jesus and 
111 collaboration with Dr. Lee, The lllastrated History of Methodism. 
He joined Dr. Lee also in editing The American Illlustrated Methodist 
Magazine, a publication that was destined to have a very $hort life. 


We {hall not attempt to prepare for print in our limited space 
the words of eulogy that Spring to our minds as we think of the 
gracious personality who has 0 recently departed. We here repeat 
what we printed elsewhere <hortly after his trauslatio as expressing 
our extimate of his character : 

'*Xothing human is foreign to me” might have been most truth- 
fully asserted by our lamented leader. It is true that his approach to 
man was by the way of the throne. He knew that all truly unxelfish 
love of man is a reflection from that center of luminosity—the re- 
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demptive love of God In (Christ. He. was no humanitarian in tl 
<trictly modern so0clalistic Sens&e—the sense I1 which 0 many 1 thes 
davs aver. But with a tender regard, springing out of hls own (lee; 
draughts from the wells of xalvation. Bixhop Luccock met men ON tl 
level of good cheer and friendly Solicitude. I1t was wWonudertul t: 


<e6 how quickly every grade of humanity became at eaxe 1n his pres 
ence. He was Scarcely Seated at the banquet table Or 11 the wocia! 


circle when even the most timid guest felt that *her e is my Friend. 


This was in no s8ense a conscious act of condescenslon—an effort to 
patronize—but it was as natural as the act of breathing. He loved tc 
know men by their first names—George, Charhe, John, etc. It at; 
came to this: Like his Master before him, he loved humanity.” 

A kindred quality in our departed friend, was his optimis—1V1-> 
vision of the trinmphs of right. Upon his return from official un8pec- 
tion of our work in Hawail and Alaska, he would in his quiet was 
thrill his conferences with his hopeful outlook. He never tired 0! 
relating his experience in visiting the public schools of Honolutn 
where he heard our patriotic hymns from the lips of the children of 
many nationalities. Love of country was &0 sacred that it would have 
required a sharp blade indeed*to separate between it and his love of 
God. | 

This by no means professes to be an exhaustive Study of the 
character of our departed friend. Just a few impressions. We clox' 
with a reference to his fine balance of judgment and ripened wisdom. 
He dealt with the numerous problems that confronted him in the ligh! 
ot all available knowledge and all the wisdom he could swmmo!! 
from his rich human experience. He rarely erred—nevyer seriouslv. 
Without parading it, he was gifted with a decisiveness. that often xur- 
prised those who inferred from his happy social moods that he woul: 
temporize and vacillate. No man could hold more firmly to a poll; 
when once decided upon than he. Much more crowds upon us—begin- 
ning to be said. We have space only to Say that in the death 0! 
Bishop Luccock, we mourn as for a brother: and in Saving this we 


feel that ve voice the feeling of evyeryv Methodist preacher in the 
Helena Area.

GY LAWS OF THE CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH OF MONTANA. 


Article I. 


The Board of Trustees—The Board of Trustees, after the first 
year, Shall number not less than three nor more than seven, all of 
whom <shall reside within the bounds of the said conference and shall 
be over twenty-one Years of age, a majority of whom <shall be mem- 
hers of the said conference; the minority shall be lay members of the 
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$4id church; all of whom $shall be chosen by the aunual conterence ol 
the 8aid church. The financial and Secular business of the corporatior 
Shall be under their management. 


Article II. 

Officers of the Board of Trustees—The officers of the Board of 
Trustees shall consist of a President, Secretary -and Treasurer, all of 
whom shall be elected annually by ballot at the firsxt meeting of the 
Board of Trustees after election of members by the annual confer- 


ence and whoxse term of office will terminate. at the election and 
qualification of their  Success0rs. 


Article III. 


Duties -of Officers. —Sec 1. It shail be the duty of the presideut 
to preside when present at all meetings of the Board of Trustees, 
appoint committees, call special meetings of the Board of "Trustees as 
occasion may require, sign orders on the-treasurer for the payment of 
money and during the interim between meetings have general super- 
vision of the affairs of the Board of Trustees, and to execute all lega! 
papers on behalf of the corporation as provided by law.

| Reports of District Superintendents 


BUTTE DISTRICT 


I desire to make this report with a devout and sincere spirit of thanks- 
oiving to God for his mercies and protection. Long and arduous travel by 
rail and auto have been required in order to make my threefold visitation 
to each charge. Likewise our pastors have taken up work much beyond the 
literal requirements of their appointments and have held these services in 
remote centers, involving much travel, virtually without other compensation 
than the joy of serving and preaching to the gospel-hungry people. God has 
kept us all, so that death has not entered any of our parsonage homes, and 
barring a few accidents and sicknesses, the year has sped its way, bringing its 
full quota of opportunity and blessing. We do note the death of Rev. I. \. 
Smith, a long-time resident within the bounds of this district, who at an 
advanced age, from his earthly home in Stevensville, passed to his heavenly 
home only a few weeks ago. His membership was in the West Ohio Con- 
ference. | : 

The district was turned over to me by my predecessor, Rev. Edward 
Smith, in a condition that enabled me, without loss of time, ro enter upon 
my new duties. I was somewhat hampered, however, in the dual character 


of my dyties owing to certain unfinished tasks I had as president of our 


School. These involved s0 much office work that I was unable to get my 


plans for the year's work as promptly and fully out to our pastors as | 
desired. That is all past now, as with fully audited accounts, I have been 
able to turn over to my successor all the affairs and work of the school, 
comfortably assured that they are in safe and competent hands. 


This district is composed of thirty charges. We read out the names at 
the last session of our Conference of twenty-seven pastors, thus leaving only 
three charges without supplies. One of these, Stevensville, was Soon SUP- 
plied by the Rev. Henry L. Blair, from the Northwest Iowa Conference, 
who came to us shortly after the adjournment of Conference, and has giv«n 
Splendid service to the charge. We had more difficulty in vetting the Big 
Blackfoot charge supplied. But in early November the Rev. B. F. Hill from 
the Southwest Kansas Conference was secured for this charge. But after 
a few months, he found the rigors of our climate too much for him and 
he left us. Since that time we have been able to give to this charge 1rregit- 
lar supply preaching. The Lima Circuit labored under several severe handi- 
caps. Their parsonage was occupied under contract without a suitable house 
lett for occupancy. Some rather unfortunate experiences in the past, together 
with the lack of interest on the part of the citizens themselves, failed to 
elicit anything like the promise of a support for a resident pastor. So with 
a pertect agreement on the part of the people, Rev. H. G. Humphry, our 
pastor at Dillon, was appointed to give certain week-day Supply Services 


to this charge, while the missionary appropriation to- this charge, upon! 
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application to Bishop Cooke, was reappropriated to other fields. It is hoped, 
however, at this Conference that we may see our way clear to appoint some- 
one to organize under the directions of the Dillon pastor a circuit which 
will embrace the points on the Lima Circuit as well as other out-points in that 
vicinity. This would give us two men instead of one for the interests of 
the great Beaverhead County. | 

Sheridan charge became vacant carly in the vear by the refusal of the 
Rev. John A. Meeke to enter upon the duties of that charge, to which he 
had been appointed. His request to be excused was denied upon the grounds 
that the reasons assigned, not passing at all upon their merits, were nothing 
additional to those known to the cabinet at the time of his appointment. 
The vacancy thus occasioned was filled by the appointment of the Rev. Fred 
Anstice, who has had phenomenal success in $pite of the handicap of a late 
Start. | | | | | 
By careful inquiry I find that our district has held services, occasionally 
at least, in ninety-four places—regularly in over fifty points. Such exten- 
Sion of our services, of course, would have been 1impossthle but for the 
Ford. It would give me great pleasure to refer individually to the triumphs 
of each minister- and charge in the district; such a chronicle would not 
be devoid of many thrills. But our Messenger columns have served to record 
a great many of these and it would unduly lengthen this report. I am not 
able in advance to check up on our statistics. We have done what we could 
to advance along all lines. Wherever weakness shall appear, we shall try 
to amend another year. 


WS 


In property matters we s$shall have but little to report. Our church at 
Radersburg has been completed and was dedicated in February last. Rev. 
Godfrey Kopriya is pastor. The Whitepine church on the Thompson charge 
1s rapidly nearing completion. Rev. F. E. Dodds 1s pastor here. Rev. W. S. 
Tester was able to make over the little two-room parsonage at Superior into 
a very commodious residence, worth, as it stands, probably $1,800. A fine- 
toned pipe organ was installed in Grace Church, Butte, by the labors of 
Rev. J. H. Mitchell and his progressive people. Other repairs and improve- 
ments on a smaller scale have taken place throughout the district. And still 
many of our propertics are sadly in need of adaptation to our modern needs 
—especially is this true in many churches in their relation to the Sunday 
School and young people. We have been $80 busy with our extensive work 
that we have taken little of our time or money in completing our plants 
for effective intensive development. 

In one respect our district is fortunate; we have more parsonages than 
charges—there being now six that are bringing in rentals. Only two charges 
this year—and these student supply charges—that have not more or less 
comfortable parsonages. There arc now three unoccupied church buildings— 
one at Bannock, town virtually abandoned; one at Victor, an overchurched 
village with a Church, South, in operation, and a community church trying 
to absorb everything; the other at White Sulphur Springs, now condemned 
as unsafe by the authorities. We have a very fine lot in Dixon, Mont. The 
board of school trustees desire very much to purchase it for their new high 
school plat. The Congregational Church hurricd in there a few years ago 
and built a little chapel which seems to me to answer very poorly the 
religious needs of the place. It would seem, however, that we ought to 
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prepare to either build upon our lot or offer it for sale for school purposes. 
Dixon has now assumed more importance on account of the branch road 
in process of construction from this place to Polson. TI shall ask that our 
corporate session decide whether we shall sell this lot or not. 
There are certain interests that classify themselves readily as the spiritual 
or cultural and to these we call your attention briefly. I regret exceedingly 
that we shall not be able to report any widespread spiritual awakening in 
our district. Special meetings were held quite generally. Very little out- 
Side help was Sought or received. The pastors exchanged limitedly. | 
wish we might be able to effect some sort of organized team work in our 
Conference, giving each charge the benefits of those who are more specifically 
qualified to carry on evangelistic effort. Some good results followed the 
efforts that were put forth. _ | 

Our campaign under the direction of the Missionary Boards was a pro- 
nounced success. These meetings brought first-hand miss1onary informa- 
tion and inspiration to about ninety per cent of the charges and to ninety-five 
per cent of the pastors. The speakers who came our way were serious and 
$pirit-filled men. We know that many in. this district will at least give more 
willingly and intelligently than heretofore. All of our benevolences should 


Show an advance in spite of the drouth which has affected the entire farming 


Sections of this district, -and the Red Cross solicitations which fell pretty 
heavily upon the rural charges. 


Our Sunday Schools have had varying degrees of prosperity. Wherever 
we have had competent and devoted workers the schools have made fine 
progress. We are sadly in need of teacher training classes. We have 
many schools that are fairly well organized—departmentalized and graded— 
but which have but an indifferent supply of regular and competent teachers. 
There 1s need of the dynamic of a good teachers” training class in connec- 
tion with every school. We find teacher training in less than twenty per 
cent of our schools and what we have only of the intermittent variety. | 
Should be glad to report a greater activity among our Epworth Leagues. 
Our state organization holds one of the livest conventions to be found in 
the Union, we believe. But the local Leagues have more fluctuating careers. 
A few have been disbanded—or at least suspended—this year. About as 
many have been reorganized. But the direct spiritual results are not $0 
apparent, 1t Seems to me, as they were a few years ago. We must not, 
however, overlook what is being done. The missionary policy has been again 
renewed. This calls for the raising of $1,100 for the support of Grace Clark, 
the Trimbles, and our own Conference Italian work. The pledge made 


Some years ago to the furnishing of scientific equipment for the Montana 


Wesleyan will be completed undoubtedly this year. The Junior Leagues 
which under recent General Conference legislation have ass8umed a new im- 


portance, being recognized in place of the regular children's class, should 


occupy a place in every church organization in the district. But alas the 
Statistics given out at the state convention showed that there are about one 
third as many Junior Leagues as there are Senior Leagues. With the access1- 
bility and pliability of the child life this ought not to be. 


\We have prayer meetings in about ninety per cent of our organized charges. 
There are now but five charges with class leaders, and four of these are In 
| Butte. The exhorter is extinct. We have eighteen local preachers—over 


\ 
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half of whom reside in Butte. There are now eight Woman's Foreign Mis- 
Sionary auxiliaries and four Woman's Home Missionary auxiliaries with 
Several junior organizations under each. Our Brotherhoods with a single 
exception are now operating with the adult Bible classes in the Sunday 
Schools. 

We now have three of our general church institutions within the bounds 
of our district.: In the order of sentority these are the Montana Wesleyan 
College and the Montana Deaconess School for Boys and Girls, both located 
at Helena, and the new Deaconess Hospital located in Butte. A nurses' 
home and the first unit of this latter institution are now in process of 
construction. Under the leadership of the Rev. J. H. Mitchell -as financial 
Secretary the funds for this enterprise are closely approaching the $100,000 
mark. It 1s admitted on every hand that there 1s no city in all the Rocky 
| Mountain region where a great Protestant hospital is more needed. The 
'significance of this movement is shown by the large number of lodges and 
labor organizations that made liberal donations. A fine site has been secured 
on the Flats—a whole block where the old race track used to be. 


The Deaconess school needs no introduction. Its praises have been 
Sounded far and near. Dr. Nicholson, now Bishop, used to refer: to our 
admirable system of Methodist schools by naming our stalwart American 
University at Washington, D. C., at one margin, and our Montana Deaconess 
School in Helena at the other. The lesser units, of course, lie along the 
varying levels between. It occupies a distinct field and meets a definite need 
which many Protestant parents are becoming aware of and who. will more 
and more seek to avail themselves of the fine opportunities that are here 
afforded. Steps have been taken for enlarging 'the facilities to meet the 
needs of this growing child—not yet ten years old. Miss Roxanna Beck as 
Superintendent 1s Closing her seventh year and 1s acknowledged to have no 
SuUperiors in the difficult art of school administration. She has gathered 
around her a corps of capable teachers who are assisting her in raising this 
school to a high level of efficiency. As field agent Rev. John Chirgwin has 
made a most enviable record this year. His reappointment is asked for. 
A troublesome debt of almost $10,000 has been almost wiped out through 
his tireless efforts; The details of this victory will appear more fully in 
his report. 


The Montana Wesleyan College has entered upon a new era. Rev, Leon 
H. Sweetland, M.A., B.D., of the Rock River Conference (but whose name 
it is hoped may s00n adorn the rolls of one of 6ur Montana conferences) 
was elected president and early in last May entered upon his duties. The 
long-cherished hope of a full college course and a real chance for an effec- 
tive appeal to our growing Montana College constituency seems to be at 
hand. The attitude of the board and University Senate scem> imost friendly. 
Our new president is closing a most strenuous campaign for students with 
every hope for a greatly increased enrollment. Prof. Paul M. Adams, after 
conducting the school last year with signal ability, has been retained as 
vice-president and as head of the science department. His appointment to 
that position will be asked of the Bishop. A girls' dormitory will be built 
immediately. The jubilee department of our Board of Education, under the 
efficient management of Dr. John W. Hancher, Stands ready to cooperate 
with us in a great endowment campaign. The details of this will come

before you in reports and addresses as the sess1on advances. [f the expres- 
ion, *It is up to you,” is to be tolerated—naturalized—in our language, 
then it must fit into our conditions with reference to our school. It is 
«1p to us” right now. Heroic and strenuous months are before us—between 
us and success. But, brethren, we can make our next sess10u of Confer- 
ence a true jubilee if we all stand together and follow our leaders. 


A few words now upon matters financial Many of our charges and 
pastors are getting awake to the value of our New Financial Plan and 
Stewardship instruction. It should be thoroughly mastered by each pastor 
and firmly pressed upon our boards. The needed literature can be secured 
here at Conference and in a short time the outline so well given in the 
1916 Discipline will take its proper proportions before you. It will not 
work itself, but it does open the way for a pastor to enlist unitedly his 
whole church in the matter of support of the whole range of needed funds. 
Even if some slight variations here and there may be needed in order to 
adapt the plan to conditions, the plan itself may be regularly installed every- 
where—in the small charge as well as the large. At present about twenty 
- per cent of the charges are working the new plan. I could adduce the 


figures and comparisons that would convince the most skeptical had I the 
time. 


The School of the Prophets was a great success, and, with some mod1- 
fhcations and adaptations, will be an abiding agency for an mterchange ot 
ideas and the mutual improvement of our ministry in the methods and arts 


of our divinely commissioned profession. It should be encouraged and 
perfected with a view to permanency. 


Our Italian work in Butte has been a source of anxiety during the year 
just closing. The Rev. J. M. A. Papa, whose first year gave quite a little 
promise of permanency and growth, rather lost heart during the last months 
of his pastorate which closed January 1 of the present year. He has asked 
tor a transfer to the Rock River Conference, where he is now working. We 
Secured as his successor the Rev. Amadeo Trappolini from the Newark 
Conference, who entered upon his work in January. He will ask ordina- 

_ tion at our hands. Our property in this mission consists of a dwelling 
house located at 141 Main Street, Meaderville. This building was secured 
at a cost of $7/00—it 1s probably worth twice that now—and is rented to a 
good tenant at $15 per month, the proceeds going to the liquidation of a 
debt of something over $300 that still rests against it. We have also a 
plano that cost $200, half paid ont. There are other minor articles of furni- 
ture that belong to the mission. Our real difficulty now seems ro be in secur- 
ing a svitable hall or chapel for our meetings. The old hall that served us 
only indifferently at best, and which was granted to us by the company 
free of cost, has been turned over to a band which practices otten at the 
very hours set for our services. The room is filled with Spittoons and 
other filth, making its use for our purposes out of the question. The mining 
company has also opened a mining $haft within ten feet of the building 
and evidently does not wish to continue to favor us with this place of 
meeting. We have been Seeking another location. 'The only feasible thing 
now seems to be to build a hall or chapel where our missionary can have a 
chance to gather anew our scattered congregation. 


Efforts are being made 
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also for opening work in Walkerville, where better success seems to attend 
our efforts. 

Perhaps the Butte District presents the most stable section of our state. 
Our valleys, with the exception of Flathead and the Bitter Root, are rather 
$maller and less important agriculturally than those in other parts of the 
State. We have, however, much real frontier territory. Down the Clark 
River to the very borders of Idaho we have many newcomers who are 
calling to us to provide them with preaching services. Our pastor at 
Thompson, Rev. F. E. Dodds, has all that he can do to meet these growing 
demands. Beets, grasses, and dairy posstbilities are very inviting to a fine 
type of ranchers who are looking and coming into this territory. We must be 
there. 

The .building of two great sugar beet factories in the Bitter Root Valley 
—calling for perhaps a million dollars in plant and equipment—means that 
we must be ready to meet the new conditions. The government has recently 
voted an appropriation of $750,000 for reclamation work in the lower Flat- 
head Valley, and already the valley 1s a network of lakes and ditches. The 
branch railroad from Dixon to Polson, connecting the main line of the North- 
ern Pacific with the Flathead Lake, will be completed within a few weeks. 
Here we $should double our force at once. The upper Madison as well as 
the Beaverhead outlying benches must have additional attention. 

Within the corporation of Butte itself, we have a call for immediate 
investment in extensi1on work. I have a promise from Dr. Burns of the 
Department of Cities: to make an early visit to the city of Butte, that we 
may have the benefit of expert service in locating and extending our work 
into a portion of the city that within ten years has grown from 600 to 6,000. 

And now fully conscious of the meagerness -of this report—aware of, 
most of all, how scantily I have done justice to the heroic pastors and 
their wives who have made possible all of our victories (I could write a 
whole report on the achievements of the Ladies' Aid Socteties—raising as 
they have an average of over $8.00 per member) and conscious of my many 
other limitations, I place this report before you, with the whole range of 
Spiritual interests involved, praving for the merciful acceptance of my 
Heavenly Father in and through the merits of our Lord Jesus Christ.

YELLOWSTONE DISTRICT 
B1iSHOP AND FELLOW WORKERS : 

The report you desire is not a simple work to prepare. My association 
with Yellowstone District leaves an impression that does nor shape readily 
into words nor go satisfactorily onto paper. Former reports from this 
field by myself and others are comprehensive in account of territory and 
unique conditions. These reports are available in the files of the Conference, 
making unnecessary now a repetition of some interesting features of the 
field. The district's boundless extent with new fields opening and to be 
opened makes the work from one center very unwieldy. 

Yellowstone District conditions bid seriously for special consideration from 
our Board of Home Missions, from the Board of Sunday Schools, from 
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the Montana Conference, and from the Church in general. The one entrusted 
with administering the interests of the Church within its borders finds his 
every mortal and immortal energy taxed to the limit. Special diligence now 
by all agencies will not redeem the Church's lost opportunities in many 


vital centers. The best and most we can do is to prevent 1urther serious 
omiss10ns. 


The older charges are among the first beginnings of our Montana work. 
Most of these are shaping into permanency with creditable property equip- 
ment. Bozeman, Livingston, Billings, Miles City, and Glendive are tolera- 
bly furnished for modern church demands. Indebtedness at Miles City 
and at Clendive still require some skillful financiering. Billigs' equipment 
and multiform activities are noticed quite a little beyond ow own bounds. 
Since this session of Conference became impractical at Miles City as first 
planned the gathering here in Billings will prove mutually agreeable. The 


Conference will enjoy seeing Billings. Billings is willing to see you and 
be seen by you. 


! 


A close second to the group of the above-named five charges are in point 
of equipment: Forsyth, Laurel, and Red Lodge. Fine improvements recently 


made at Forsyth and those in progress at Laurel will class these well to the 
tront for working plants. 


Circuit equipment 1s very tolerable at Huntley, Bridger, and Pine Creek. 


A fair basis is laid for the future at Big Timber, Comanche, Fairview, 
Park City, and Clyde Park. 


Vital centers making heavy demands upon us are Sidney, Wibaux, 
Hardin, and Baker. These are vigorous new county seat towns. Sidney 
demands a new modern church. Very choice lots have been procured. Hos- 
pital opportunities are quite alluring. Nothing less than an immediate invest- 


ment of $50,000 will make Sidney Methodism what it should be. Wibaux 


Sorely needs a modern church on a well-chosen site. Hardin has witnessed 
some of the heroic in pioneering this year. We have a choice location and a 


finished basement for a modern church which is in use till turther develop- 
ments are poss1ble. 


Baker has a very habitable parsonage and now demands a commodious 
church. 


Yet in the raw are Birney, Fishtail, Bloomfield, Ingomar, Joliet, Red 
Water, Hillerest, Alzada, Sioux Pass, Lake Basin, and Edwards. These 
are circuits in the formative stage. Bloomfield has a small parsonage but 
no church. Birney has a church and a small log parsonage. Ashland on 


this circuit greatly needs a church, for which lots are already procured. 
Fishtail has two small churches on the circuit. 


Two more and a parsonagc 
are needed. 


Ingomar has a church in use but not wholly finisched. At the 


Hibbard point a church is under construction. This field musr be provided 


with a parsonage. Joliet Circuit has a church at Joliet point, one at Roberts, 
one under construction at Edgar. A church is needed at Boyd. The field 


Should be divided and two parsonages built. Red Water field has a church 
at Sacred Heights and a temporary church at Richey, which Should n1ti- 
This circuit has unlimited room "*% expans1on. 
Hillerest has neither church nor parsonage. Alzada, more than one hundred 
miles from any other work in the Conference, has lots but no building: 


mately be a parsonage. 


A parsonage is an imperative and immediate demand.

Eleven churches and twelve parsonages are called for on territory we are 
now touching. Exclusive of vast territory we should enter. Sioux Pass has 
a little church. In view of perished crops this field may need to be worked 
from some other center. Lake Basin is an immense empire just being tapped. 
by a branch railroad. We have one organized society but no property. 
A pastor should be stationed in this field to organize and bmld. 'Edwards 
is on a railroad survey. It has been reached from Ingomar. It is a coming 
center and should be looked after by a stationed pastor. Prestor will dis- 
appear from our list of appointments next year. The time struck for us, but 
we did not strike. Another organization 1s in full command. 

Building achievements this year have been the basement at Hardin, a little 
church at Richey, a similar one at Ingomar, a substantial building nearing. 
completion at Edgar, and considerable work done on the unfinished building 
at Hibbard. A foundation was laid at Edgar three years ago. The enter- 
prise looked hopeless until a few months ago, when interest was revived. 


Vast regions well peopled but untouched religiously create our perplexing 
heart burden. 


After due consideration of the claim of the spiritual basis of the church, 
She goes forward only by an unrestrained physical demand. In a physical 
Sense the 1mpossible 1s not beyond imagination. | 


The limited physical resources at our disposal render impossible a com- 
manding control of the field where demand and supply are So wholly dis- 
paraging as here. The benevolent help of our home board is acknowledged 
with gratitude. Without increased support no alternative is possible but vast 
untouched regions, rich in future possthilities, lost to us for ages hence. The 
narrative of a single case of growth may be enlightening. 


A year ago last Fourth of July the people assembled on the prairie where 
Richey had been laid out. 


Their celebration was held on unbroken sod. The town lot sale was 
August 17 following. I visited the place October 6, less than two months 
after the sale. I found two banks, two hotels, four lumber yards, two hard- 
ware stores, two general stores, a drug store, a doctor's office, two livery 
barns, an opera house, and numerous residences. Shortly after my visit 


our building was in use for church and public school. A healthy growth 
continues in this yearling town. 


A display of Christian heroism, than which none greater will be found | 
in any field, home or foreign, stands forth in the labors of some of our 
Yellowstone District men this year. The field continues to call for very 
great sacrifice. The measure of this will he the measure of our success. 
We have knowledge of no other plan for commanding this region for 
righteousness. Men capable of our best charges are sorely needed on the 
outskirts, where salaries are a bare living and work is fierce and exacting. 


There is glory and not much else in making future good charges. Men, 


not a few of whom 1 have interviewed for Western work, demand good 
charges already made. 


Able men who will tackle the frontier are hard to get. Let the statement 
argue what it may. In addition to present forces, I would be glad to turn 
back to Montana's frontier with a dozen heroes of the cross who would 
Stick and pull to the end of the job. Who will volunteer? 
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Severe drouth has created a forbidding financial situation over most al 
the field. Otherwise additional pastors and new work should have been our 
program this year. As has already been pointed out Lake Basin needs a 
pastor. Shields Valley should have two pastors instead of one. The 
Church, South, asks us to serve their Rock Creek point in this valley. The 
Joliet Circuit should have two pastors, Reed Point should be a pastoral 
charge, the Red Water field should have two men, Edwards should have a 
pastor, Alzada should be provided with a pastor. Here 1s imperative demand 
for seven additional men. We have exceedingly limited financial encour- 
agement for them. A solution in part will be found 1t our strongest centers 
will radiate out to wide circumferences. Our former reports have strongly 
advised this policy. The need and the wisdom of it are more and more mani- 
fest. The plan opens the way for laymen activities. Billings makes a fine 
display of this, having with lay help touched as many as ten out-points on a 
Single Sunday. 


Helpful agencies worthy of mention and attention in our strenuous proc- 


esses are the School of Prophets, our excellent monthly, the M essenger, our 
Montana Wesleyan College, Montana Deaconess School, and Bozeman Dea- 
coness Hospital. The School of Prophets is a new venture of such benelit 
that its permanency is planned. Tt is a clinic in efficiency, held for severa! 
days in June at College Hall, Helena. Along with general methods our 
pastors learn each other and learn Montana's needs sympathetically. A very 
gratifying representation of the Yellowstone District pastors attended the 
school last June. Fuller mention may appear in educational reports. 

The Messenger, ably edited and managed by extra labors of busy men, 15 
widely circulated over the Yellowstone District. It is the medium of a very 


Significant elbow touch. Our college and deaconess school will have ample. 


notice in other reports. Count Yellowstone District enthusiastic and loyal. 
Indulge us in a word on hospital activities within the district. [The success- 
tul operations of the Bozeman institution are common knowledge. Its capacity 
1s dangerously overtaxed. A movement for a $750,000 additiun is meeting 
with encouraging success. Billings in late June waged a campaign in true 
Billings fashion for a deaconess hospital in this important center. The 
effort for $100,000 closed with an overplus of near $10,000. Some tangible 
evidences may come to the Conference before we adjourn. | 


Recommendations in this report will be brief. F. O. Kelley as Conference 
evangelist, assisted by his able wife, has accomplished a needed work on 
the district. The call for such work should continue him in his present 
office. R. T. Westren relinquighed his pastorate at Laurel in November. He 
1s farming in Maryland. No requests as to his Conference relationship have 
reached me. We recommend his case to the Conference Kelations Com- 
mittee. We specifically recommend that the stronger charges adopt thc 
policy of extension work to all adjacent territory possible. The last Gen- 


eral Conference gave us an enabling act with several provisions affecting 


Conference boundaries in Montana. Believing that districts can be better 


arranged in Montana, we recommend that the Committee on Boundaries 
report Specifically on this enabling act.

Your special committee appointed on the Educational Jubilee of the Church 
and of the Conference respectfully submits as follows: 

1. The Educational Jubilee of the Methodist Episcopal Church has chal- 
lenged the attention of the Church at large and its constituency beyond the 
highest hopes of the Board of Education, of the Educational Association, or 
of the officers charged with its direction and development. At this writing 
forty-two campaigns for colleges and universities have been closed. Thirty- 
four of these have been under the direction of the Educational Jubilee. Not 
one has failed. An aggregate result of the Educational Jubilee up to July £ 
has amounted to more than $19,000,000. 

2. The organization, direction, influence, and value of the Educational | 3 
Jubilee 1s available to the Montana Conferences on behalf of Montana Wes- _ X 
leyan College some time in the first half of 1918 on the same terms to E 
which it has been to any other school during the continuance of its existence. 

I, We believe the time has come when Montana Methodism and its con- 
stituency must rally under a farther-reaching vision than it ever had and with 
a Spirit and purpose entirely new to the permanent establishing, equipping, 
and endowing of Montana Wesleyan College. We recommend therefor? 
that this Conference join the board of trustees of Montana Wesleyan Col- 
lege in the declared purpose to raise a jubilee fund of $300,000 in two units. 

(a) A first unit of $50,000 to be raised this fall to provide a dormitory 
tor women, to be available for use at the earliest possible moment. 

(b) A second unit of $250,000, $200,000 of which shall become an invested 
tund and remain forever a permanent endowment of Montana Wesleyan 
College. The remaining $50,000 to be appropriated and” applied toward 
equipment and betterments as the trustees may elect, after the present 
indebtedness shall have been liquidated. 

4. The plan of organization followed uniformly and witt: such marked 
Success by the Educational Jubilee -Commission is unique, torceful, and 3 
efficient. We approve it without reservation and when it shall have been 3 
completed in the conferences of Montana we will work unaer it and with 3 
it to the limit of our ability and opportunity both as pastors and as men. 
We will also use our utmost endeavor to enlist our laymen in the jubilee 
Service as that may be needed. 3 

_ The Jubilee operates under three fundamentals, viz. 7: Publicity, Organiza- 5 
ton, Prayer. The Publicity is always under the general direction at. 2 2 
Spectalist from the jubilee organization. Prayer is a high privilege and holy 
power of everybody who will employ it. The Organization 1s as follows: 
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A chairman, usually an outstanding layman; as many vice-chairmen as may 
be desired; a secretary, usually a minister; representatives from the board of 
trustees, faculty, the student body, alumni association, the Annual Confer- 
ence districts, and the Church membership and constituency at large. The 
unit of the movement 1s the district and the unit man is the District Super- 
intendent who is always the chairman of his district. His district com- 
mittee consists. of himself and the members of the Annual Conference Board 
of Education, both ministers and laymen resident within his district plus 
s1ch other members as he and his committee may select from the district. . 
The members at large are chosen by the Annual Conference or the trustees 
or both. The general campaign when completed has power and authority 
under this action to add to 1ts membership from any source as Its judgment 
may dictate.

BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 


The present strength of the Methodist Church within the bounds of the 
Montana Conference would not be nossible were 1t not for the funds admin- 
istered to our Churches from year to year by the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension. The rapid growth of our population especially in 
the rural sections of our state requires an 1ncrease each year in the number 
of pastors and churches if this growing population 1s to be served by Meth- 
odism. Nothing would be more fatal to the Montana Conference than a 
decrease in the amount of appropriations for next year. The opportunities 
for opening up new preaching places are almost limitless. If these doors are 
to be entered the Conference board must have more money at its disposal. 

We endorse the action of the last General Conference which gives a 
closer study of and supervision of our needs under a separate department 
known as the Department of Frontier Work, and tt 1s a matter of great 
Satisfaction that one of our members, Dr. Edward Laird Mills, was chosen 
to head this department. His visit and able representations made to this 
sesSion of the Conference will be remembered with pleasure and profit. 

We heartily endorse the movement of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension to raise a fund of $250,000 for work among the soldiers, 
and urge every pastor to present this patriotic appeal on the day set aside 
by the parent board. 


We also urge upon the pastors the proper observance of the Centenary 
Movement in the years 1918- 19.

CENTENARY AGREEMENT 


Centenary agreement between the Board of Home Missions and Church 
E.xtension of the Methodist Episcopal Church and Montana Conference : 

This agreement made between the Board of Home Missious and Church 
Extension of the Methodist Episcopal Church, hereinafter called Board, by 
its corresponding secretary, and Montana Conference, hereinafter called 
Conference. 

The Board hereby agrees that if the. total receipts from ail conferences 
for the regular work of the Board, after deducting the s1xty per cent to 
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be returned and the expenses incurred in the Centenary movement, in the 
years 1918 and 1919, respectively, shall equal the receipts by the Board for 
regular work in the year 1917 and 1n case the above-named Conference shall 
remit to the Board for such work as much in the years 1918 and 1919, 
respectively, as in 1917, it will appropriate to the above-named Conference 
not less than the same 81m of money in the years 1918 and 1919, respec- 
tively, as it appropriates to 1t in the year 1917. 

The - Board further agrees to appropriate to the above-named Conference 
in the years 1918 and 1919, respectively (in addition to the fo:egoing appro- 
priation), sixty per cent of its increase in remittances to the Board for regu- 
lar work in $said years, respectively, above its total remittances in the year 
1917, which increases shall be applied to the support of enterprises in said 
Conference agreed upon by the said Board and the Conference Board of 
the above-named Conference. 

It is understood between the parties hereto that the settlement upon wiuich 
the: Board shall make 1ts appropriations in 1918 and 1919 shall he on the 
basis of the Board's records in Philadelphia and not on the basis of the 
Minutes of the said Conference. _ 

This agreement will not be binding until the Board in its annual meeting 
' in November, 1917, approves it. 

The remittances $shall be computed for the Conference years ending in 
1918 and 1919, respectively, and appropriations shall be for the years imme-

At this time we are moving the Jenkins' building, which we purchased 
Some time ago, within a block of our main building, and it will be used this 
winter for a manual training department, gymnasium, and a living-room for 
the janitor. This will help somewhat the congested condition we are in at 
this time. | 

By all appearances we shall be omen to turn away Students from the 
very beginning of the school year. 

I wish to thank the brethren of this Conference for their Joyalty to the 
institution, and for kindnesses shown me on their charges.

REV. I. N. SMITH 


Rev. I. N. Smith of the Central Ohio Conference, who came to Montana 
October, 1893, supplying our work at Stevensville and other points in the 
Bitter Root Valley, passed to his eternal rest on July 17, 1917, at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. Maggie Smith Hathaway at Stevensville. Death cam© 
Suddenly and peacefully. Brother Smith was born in Logan -County, Ohio, 
July 16, 1837. He lived to be eighty years and one day old. He entered 
the Central Ohio Conference on trial in 1861, and was received into ful! 
connection in 1863. Since coming to Montana he supplied, when his health 
would permit, several charges and many pulpits, he being an acceptable 
preacher. He preached a full salvation, and the writer was greatly blessed 
under the preaching of Brother Smith in Anaconda years ago. He was 
always happy in the pulpit and did not preach a long-faced, gloomy theologV. 
On the seventeenth of last June he preached at Stevensville his fifty-seventh 
anniversary Sermon to the blessing of his hearers. He was married to 
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Martha Earick September 11, 1862; ten children blessed the union—Mattie 
Grace, wife of Prof. J. T. Sharp of Stevensville, and Earl Rowley being dead. 
Those living are: Mrs. Alberta Willsee of Meadville, Pa.; W. E. Smith and 
H. W. Smith of Helena, Mont.; Mrs. Maggie Smith Hathaway of Stevens- 
ville, Mont.; Rev. O. E. Smith and Mrs. Mary Clark of Ohio; Mrs. E. TJ. 


 Huston of Havre, Mont.; Mrs. T. Scott Huston of Tacoma, Wash. There 
are thirteen grandchildren. The funeral was held in the Methodist Church 


at Stevensville on the twenty-third of July and was conducted by Rev. ]. B. 
Parnell, an old friend of Brother Smith's; he was assisted by our pastor, 
Rev. Henry Blair, and the ministers of the churches of the city. Rev. Charles 
Rhodes of Hamilton and Rev. Charles D. Crouch of Missoula were also 
present. At the cemetery the Masonic fraternity had - full charge of the 


Services. Brother Smith's remains were laid to rest beside those of his 
beloved wife in the family mausoleum in the Maplewood cemetery at Stevens- 
ville.

establish, erect, maintain, carry on and conduct and aid in establishing, erect- 
ing, maintaining, carrying on, and conducting schools, colleges, universities, 
hospitals, and other eleemosynary, benevolent, charitable, and religious insti- 
tutions and enterprises; to receive devises, bequests, legacies, donations, and 
funds and accept and discharge trusts and agencies for or on behalf of, or in 
aid of, any and all such or similar institutions, enterprises, and causes, and 
generally to do and perform any and all things that may be convenient or 
proper in promoting, maintaining, and furthering all benevolent, charitable, 
and religious works, enterprises and measures authorized or that may be 
authorized by the general or local laws, rules, and regulations of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and to purchase or otherwise acquire, and to sell, 
or otherwise dispose of, and encumber such property, real, personal, and 


mixed, as may from time to time be necessary, proper, or convenient for the 
purpose or any of the purposes aforesaid.

BY-LAWS OF THE CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST. 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH OF MONTANA 


Article I 
The Board of Trustees—The Board of Trustees, after the first year, 
Shall number not less than three nor more than Seven, all of whom reside 
within the bounds of the said Conference and Shall be over twenty-one years 
of age, a majority of whom shall be members of the $aid Conference; the 
minority $hail be lay members of the said church; all of whom shall Þe 


chosen by the Annual Conference of the said church. The financial and 
Secular business of the corporation $hall be under. their management. 
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Article II 


Officers of the Board of Trustees—The officers of the Board of Trus- 
tees Shall consist of a President, Secretary, and Treasurer, all of whom shall 
be elected annually by ballot at the first meeting of the Board of Trustees 
after election of members by the Annual Conference and whose term of office 
will terminate at the election and qualification of their successors. 


Article III 


Duties of Officers—Sec. 1. It $hall be the duty of. the President to pre- 
Side when present at all meetings of the Board of Trustees, appoint com- 
mittees, call special meetings of the Board of Trustees as occasion may 
require, Sign orders on the treasurer for the payment of money and during 
the interim between meetings have general supervision of the affairs of the 


Board of Trustees, and to execute all legal papers on behalf of the corpora- 
tion as provided by law. 


Sec. 2. The duties of the Vice-President shall be to preside at all meetings 


of the Board of Trustees in the absence of the President and perform. all 
other duties of the Pres1dent in his absence. 


Sec. 3. The duties of the Secretary shall be to keep a correct journal of 
the proceedings of all meetings of the Board of Trustees in a record book 
provided for that purpose and to take charge of and preserve all papers and 
documents belonging to his office, and to attend all legal papers of the Cor- 
poration. He $hall deliver to his legal successor or to the Board of Trus- 
tees when requested all books and papers of the Corporation. He shall 
deliver to his legal SUCCess0rT or to the Board of Trustees when requested all 
books and papers in his possess1on belonging to said board. 


Sec. 4. The duties of the Treasurer shall be to receive and take charge of, 
under the direction of the Board of Trustees, all moneys received by the 
Corporation and to pay out the same on the order of the President. He 
Shall also keep an account of all moneys received by him, showing from what 
Source recetved, and of all moneys paid out by him and render a full report 
of the transactions of the financial condition of his office to the Board of 
Trustees at its annual meeting, and at such other times as he may he directed 
by said board. He s$hall furnish, if required, by the Board of Trustees, 
before receiving any of the funds of the Conference, a fidelity bond in such 
amount as the Board of Trustees may direct from time to time, to cover the 
faithful performance of his duties. These bonds shall be made payable to 
the Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church of Montana, and shall be 
executed by some responsible bonding company approved by the Board of 
Trustees, and the cost of said bonds shall be paid by this Corporation. All 
moneys received by the Treasurer shall be deposited forthwith by him in 
Some bank or other institution of deposit, subject to the approval of the. 
Board of Trustees and he s$hall furnish a certified duplicate certificate of 


_ deposit to the chairman of the Finance Committee of the Board of Trustees 
for each deposit as Soon as made. 
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RULES OF THE MONTANA ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


The Duties of the President 


1. The President shall see that all business pertaining to the Conference 
hall be brought forward and conducted in a proper manner, according to 
the provisions of the Discipline and Rules of the Conterence. 


2. He shall preserve order in all proceedings; and in debates shall keey 
the speakers to the question, and call them to order when they wander from 
the point, or from rules of order, or use any improper language. 


3. He hall appoint all committees unless- otherwtse decided by the Con- 
ference, in which case the appointment shall be made by ballot. or nomina- 
tion, at the discretion of the Conference, no member thereof being permitted 
to nominate more than one person for the same committee. 


4. When two or more members shall arise and address the President at 
the same time, he shall decide which of them 1s entitled to the floor. 


The Duties of the Secretary 


1. The Secretary shall record all answers to questions of law ; also rulinss 
made by the President in the transaction of the business of the Conterence, 
and to keep a fair and correct record of its proceedings to be read at tic

Conterence. 


2. He shall carefully preserve the journals and papers of the Conference 


placed in custody, and shall not permit any person but a member to examine 
the same, nor $shall he allow a member to make a transcript from either witi-. 


out the permiss10n of the Conference and he shall also produce the jourr 
and papers at the next annual sess1on of the Conference. 


39. He &hall also, after the close of the Conference, make an appendix at 
the end of the journal in which he $shall record all docyments which Shall 
be ordered by the Conference to be $0 recorded (the motion on which sh!! 


be taken without debate) and documents $0 recorded shall be referred to 1 
the journal of the Conference. | 


The Duties and Privileges of Members 


Every member who would speak should rise in his place and respect- 
tully address the_President, refraining from all personalities and indecoros 
language; but no member «hall Speak more than once on the same quest101 
(except to explain) until every member choosing shall have spoken; no! 
longer than fifteen minutes, without permission of the Conference. 

-. When a member &$hall he called to order by the President or any 
member he shall take his seat until the question be decided by the President : 


nevertheless, he hall be allowed an appeal to the Conference which shal 
decide without debate.

7. No matter of business, other than that which pertains to the ordinary 
| business of the Conference, shall be read by the Secretary, until the subject 
of 1t 1s stated by the introducer. 


8. When the report of the committee is under consideration, the chairman 
or a member of' the committee selected by the committee or its chairman, shall 
be entitled to close the debate, and the representative of the committee Shall 
not he deprived of his rights to close the debate even by the ordering of a 
previous question. If the motion to lav on the table the report, or any part 
of it, be made, the representative of the committee may elect to speak before 
that motion is put, or to reserve his right and speak on the final question. 


9. The yeas and nays $hall be called and recorded on any question on 
the demand of hifteen members. 


10. On the first day of the session at two o'clock the list of appointments 
Shall be called and the preachers in charge requested to report collections to 
Treasurer and Statistical reports to Statistical Secretary, and on the second 
morning after the approval of the minutes, the names of all who have not 
reported $hall be called, and a proper excuse required. 
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11. When the call of districts for the passage of character is begun, it 
Shall not be in order to interrupt the call for the transaction of other Con- 
ference business until all the districts are completed.

1. In all other preliminary matters not specified in the above rules the 
Conference shall be governed by the well-settled principles of common parlia-

REV. JAMES W. TAIT 


The Reverend James W. Tait was born in Chatham, New Brunswick, 
Canada. August. 22, 1855. His call to the ministry came at a very early 
1406 and he entered the Mt. Alllance Univrersity at Sackville, New Bruns- 
wick. for his preparatory Studies. He was duly received into the NOW - 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island Conterence of the Canndian Metho- 
lit Church. giving several vears of devoted xervice to the work there be- 
fore transferring to the Montana Conference. 

In the fall of 1888 he came to this Conference, and filled out a pastorate 
for a brief interim at Billings. While there, briet though his stav was, he 
Duilt a pParsonage and in other ways strengthened our hold upon that new 
COMMUNIty. His next appointment Was Misx&onla where he remained but 
06 vVear and was at the next sesslon of Conference appointed to Dillon 
where he spent five years in one of the happiest of all his pastor: ates. It 
\Wias here that he insþÞl1: 'ed the people to engage import: ut MpProvements 
11 the bulldings and in many ways <trengthened our church. He was here 
from 1890 to 1896. At the conference in 1896 he wis appolnted to Bozeman 
<pending three: years in that growing city. His next paStorate Was at 
Grace Church, Butte, where he xerved moxt acceptably until 1906, when for 
1 Second time he became pastor of the Mixxoula church. Here he had four 
Jelightful years. In 1910 he was appointed pastor at Anaconda, remaining 
four years, when Bishop Luccock appointed him smperintendent of the 
Yellowstone District. Here he gave evidence Of a4 very <uccossful churet 
iminisxtrator, but his health failing, he was obliged to retire from the 
Active service, which he did most eracefully and with the touching fare- 
well words which many of us can never forget. 


Phe intervening time until his death. FRen occurred at his home in Ana- 
"Onda, in the early morning of August 2, 1918. he gave to efforts to regain 
11s health and xuch service for the Water as his sxtrength would permit. 
{le preached frequently during the last year of his life and never more 
acceptably. He loved to visit with his brethren and talk of the things of 
the Kingdom. His one great hope was to be with us at this conference 
*e8810n, to meet his ola friends in this charge where he had *xerved the 
-Hurch in other years. But it was not to be—in the flesh but we may. 
10pe that after all he may be looking upon us, in xrmpathy and eager ex- 
pee tance for our greatest S$nccess. | 


Brother Tait was a splendid type of man, genial and vet very firm In 
"matters where principle was involved. He stood four xquare on all matters 
relating to moral and religious life in the community. He preached a re- 
\lemptive gospel, realizing In his own experienc e (deeply the things he 
weed upon others. He "BY great powers . to bind people to himself and 
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through that friendship to lead these friends to Christ. It was impo- 
for Brother Tait to fail in human sympathy, and it might be Sail 
of him: *Nothing human could be foreign to him.” 

He married Miss Marie Baldwin, a sweetheart of his home town, D:- 
ber 14, 1887, before embarking on his pastoral duties in the United $t:: 
Not a pioneer in the strictest sense, he followed closely in the footstc} 
the pioneer preachers of the church in the state, and was an impor 
factor in the upbuilding of many charges in the Yellowstone Confert:, 
He was keenly interested in the growth of the Wesleyan College at Heli: 
from its foundation, continuing his interest through life. CBS 

He is survived by his wife and two so0ns, John Baldwin and Willi: : 
4 sister, Mrs. W. H. Frecken, lives in Tampa, Fla.

BY-LAWS OF THE CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH OF MONTANA 


Article I. 


The Board of Trustees—The Board of Trustees, after the first year: 
shall number not less than three nor more than seven, all of whom reside 
within the bounds of the said Conference and shall be over twenty-one 
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vears of age, a majority of whom <hall be members of the 
the minority Shall be lay members of the said church; all of whom Shall be 
chosen by the Annual Conference of the aid church. The financial and 
<ecular business of the corporation shall be under their management. 


S11d Confer ence ; 


Article II. 
Officers of the Board of Trustees—The officers of the Board of 'Trustees 
Shall consist of a. Pres1dent, Secretary, and Treasurer, all of whom <hall 
be elected annually by ballot at the first meeting of the Board of 'Prustees 


after election of members hy the Annual Conference and whose term of 
office will terminate at the election and qualification of their snccessors. 


Article III. 


Duties of Officers—$Section 1. It «hall be the duty of the Prexident- to 
preside when present at all meetings of the Board of Trustees, appoint 
committees, call special meetings of the Board of Trustees as occasion may 
require, slgn orders on the Treasurer for the payment of money and during 
the interim between meetings have general supervision of the affairs of the 
Board of 'Trustees, and to execute all legal papers on behalf of the corpora- 
tion as provided by law. | 

Sec. 2. The duties of the Vice-President shall be to preside at all meet- 
ings of the Board of Trustees in the absence of the President and pertorm 
all other duties of the President in his absence. 

SCC. 3. The duties of the Secretary &shall be to keep a correct journal of 
the proceedings of all meetings of the Board of Trustees in a record book 
provided for that purpose and to take charge of and prexerve all papers and 
documents belonging to his office, and to attend all legal papers of the 
corporation. He $hall deliver to his legal success0r or to the Board of 
Trustees when requested all books and papers of the corporation. He shall 
deliver to his legal successor or to the Board of Trustees when requested 
all books and papers in his possession belonging to said Board. 


Sec. 4. The duties of the Treasurer shall be to receive and take charge 
of, under the direction of the Board of Trustees, all moneys received by 
the corporation and to pay out the same on the order of the President. He 
Shall also keep an account of all moneys received by him. Showing from 
what source received, and of all moneys paid out by him and render a full 
report of the transactions of the financial condition of his office to the 
Board of Trustees at its annual meeting, and at such other times as he 
may be directed by said board. He shall furnish, it required, by the Board 
of Trustees, before receiving any of the funds of the Conference, a 
fidelity bond in such amount as the Board of Trustees may direct from 
time to time, to cover the faithful performance of his duties. These bonds 
Shall be made payable to the Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Montana, and shall be executed by Some responsible bonding 
company approved by the Board of Trustees, and the cost of said bonds 
| Shall be paid by this corporation. All moneys received by the Treasurer 
Shall be deposited forthwith by him in some bank or other institution of 
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deposit, subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees and he shall 
. furnish a certified duplicate certificate of deposit to the chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Board of Trustees for each deposit as so0n 
as made. | | 


RULES OF THE MONTANA ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 
The Duties of the President. 


1. The President shall see that all business pertaining to the Conference 
Shall be brought forward and conducted in a proper manner, according to 
the provisions of the Diseipline and Rules of the Conference.

It gives me great, pleasure to bring the cheering word to the men 
bers of my old conference that Montana Wesleyan College has weath- 
ered the storm of war, drouth and financial panic and is continuins 
her voyage with fresh hope and promise. While having served a+ 
President, of Montana Wesleyan College but a little over four month« 
it has fallen to my lot, to present at, this time the annual report for 
our Methodist, school. At the session of the Montana Conference hel! 
al, Glendive late in August last year, Bishop Cook appointed me 0 
act, under Centenary direction as Business Administrator for th' 
School. For some time previous, as chairman of the Executive Com: 
mittee, an insight into the business affairs of Montana Wesleyan Col- 
lege was granted me, 80 it, was with no misapprehension of the task 
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'1at I ass8umed the financial management of the institution. The 
Incertainty as to the completion of the new building had disorganized 
'culty and prospective student-body. The necessity of curtailment of 
oxpenditures along all lines was apparent. 

loan Lemon was chosen to look aſter the organizing of the faculty 
"oy the arrangement of the college courses. Splendidly did this 

i[led YOUNg Man measure up to his task. With marked efficiency 
be :arried forward the work of the school throughout the year. The 
onthusiasm and the loyalty of the student-body bears eloquent testi- 
1m0ny to the vigor and efficiency of the work. 'The enrollment for all 
departments was 168, of these 66 were enrolled in the college depart- 
ment, 73 in the academy, 44 in the musI1c depariment, and 24 in the 
c0Mmercial department. 

A splendid faculty was secured and one of the best, years in the 
history of Montana Wesleyan College resulted. The Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extenslon granted in all 32 war scholarships. 
This enabled 32 of our young men who had seen service overseas Or 
in the training camps at home to enter Wesleyan College and carry 
ſorward their work. New courses in Eqducation and Journalisem were 
arranged and several departments greatly strenglhened.

This State has passed through the hardest, financial depress101, 
perhaps, in her history. The man who won out this year was [hr 
one who worked harder hecause the times were hard. 


Many tines, I felt, that the task was too hard and it, could not, Þe 
done. *Bro. Van” often said, *Anybody can quit.” IT thank Gol 
for what has been accomplished this year. In spite of hard times, 
we have had the hbest vear in the history of our insftitution. Ve 
have completed our hasement and paid for it at a cost. of nearly 
$20,000.00, and we have subseriptions amounting to $33,000.00, pay” 
able hetween now and Christmas. 
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The Board of Trustees will Tet the second contract, which will 
\o- for the erection of the superstructure, when we have about one- 
\41f the amount of cash necessary for the payment of the same. 
the funds should be available this fall. Our crops, on the whole, 
ire fair and the money situation 1s gradually improving, and the

| fee] keenly that 1t we are to urge our young people to attend, 
il is Incumbent upon us to offer adequate courses and efficient in- 
S{ruction. In 1916, Tifteen students were doing college work; in 1917, 
{he first year full college work was offered, there were 40; in 1918, 
war year, there were 33; in 1919, the number increased to. 66, and 
during the past year to 78. A year ago the Senior class numbered 
{hree, this year 8even, and the coming year there should be at least, 
{ifteen to graduate. In every high school inthe State there is a 
new interest in Wesleyan. It remains to be s8een whether or not 
Montana Methodism can meet the expectations of these young people. 
lDespite financial Mditficulties, our one way out is straight ahead. 
Curtailment and retrenchment might possibly spell defeat at the 
very point where victory is to be found. The success of the endow- 
ment campaign will depend largely upon the service rendered. Eager 
voung people, enthus1lastic over the work offered at Wesleyan will 
20 a long way toward insuring the success of a campalgn for in- 
creased funds. Have we the courage and faith to go forward? "This 
does not mean a rash expenditure of money. We must. conserve In 
every way. As compared with other institutlions, the annual budget 
at Wesleyan is extremely log: The College of Puget Sound, with 
but a few more students has a budget of $52,000. Mornings1ide added 
ten thousand dollars to her budget the past year for increase In 
teachers' salaries. The budget of Wesleyan, $35,000 next, to Gooding, 
is the lowest in the country, while the support accorded her by 
the friends of Christian education in the state is comparatively low. 


Matters of Finance 


This naturally leads us to the queslion of how our educational 
program is financed. It, was apparent, at, the beginning of the year 
[Nat the necessary increase in teachers' salaries, totaling nearly 
51.000 would make the budget .unusually large. To meet the budget 
efforts were at, once put, toward securing every possible dollar of 
'e80UPCE. $12,530 was realized from tuition and special fees, $4,278.00 
was received in $8pecial gifts and collections. The profits from the 
{0rMitory and boarding department amounted to $5,025. The regular 
>l1Stentation received through the Board of Education from Centenary 
collections totaled $5,348.19. Interest amounting to $886.00 was re- 
cerved on the Deaconess School Bonds. Rent from Wesleyan apart- 
nents $600. From the offerings taken it the ehurehes on Wesleyan 
Day $362.75 was sent, in from the North Montana Conference and 
5050.00 from the Montana Conference. The items of expenditure 
nay be briefly 8ummed up as follows: Administration $5078; Faculty 
523.970; Office, Stationery and Advertising, $1451: Maintenance, 
54,993; Interest, and Taxes, $1829; Supplies, $1076; Total. $36.997. The 
erage 8alary at Weslevan for a full time teacher is $1605.

Last, year Professor Paul Adams varnished and repaired old school 
Jogks gufficient in number to seat, two classrooms: besides making 
i chemistry table and a physics table for the science room. Pro- 
fex80r Raymer moved the hbrary into larger rooms, building new 
Shelves for new books, but, even now there are library books every- 
where. Dean Lemon whose heart, and s0ul are in the upbuilding of 
the school has schemed every wavy to provide room and equipment. . 
We are using rooms in Mills Hall for p1ano, voice, domestic sclence, 
and languages. We are even fixing up the East, Entrance of Helena 
Hall for a classroom. We are hursting out everywhere. We need 
at. least, three dozen classroom chairs, two new classrooms, new 
«CiIencCe equipment, and a new building. In fact three buildings, a 
Science Hall, a Library, and a Gymnasium are imperatively needed. 
It, is our belief that a geymnasum with classrooms tor physical edu- 
cation could be 80 planned that. it would provide not only the gym- 
nasium floor but also accommodate the library, and sclence labora: - 
tories. Such a building would cost, approximately $75,000 and should 
he included in our endowment campaign. 

Now the problem before the conference 1s this, how to provide for 
this normal, natural growth. Three years ago we dropped the work 


of the eighth grade. We have seriously considered dropping the 
work of the first, two years of high school.. The limit, of our present 


accomodations is 250 students. We will reach and possibly pass the | 
mit, this year.

Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

It is with much thankfulness that I present to this Conference my 
lenth annual report as Field Superintendent of the Montana Deacon: 
ess School. 

I was appointed to my present. position by Bishop Luccock at the 
1913 Montana Conference. At that time, this institution found it 
difficult, to pay the interest on a $30,000. 00 indebtedness. The banks 
were then desirous of having the principal as well as the interest, ON 
the indebtedness paid. The enrollment in the school was only 
about, one-half of what it, is today and the deficit at the end of the 
year lor current, expenses was no small amount. 

In 1917 the Board of Directors met at a banquet. in the PIAGET Hotel 
Helena and there burned about Thirty Thousand Dollars worth of 
notes, clearing the property of all indehtedness. A little later, the Dea- 
coness School Building and 110 acres of land were purchased from the 
Montana Wesleyan College. The student body, under the splendid 

management of Miss Roxana Beck, WAS then demanding' more 8pace 
than the building afforded. 

At the two Montana Conferences in 1920, it was decided that the 
Montana Deaconess School should have the honor of erecting a build- 
Ing as a Memorial to the late Rev. W. W. Van Orsdel. This work 
has been carried forward under the most, trying financial conditions 
that, the State has ever known. Nevertheless, the SuUperstructure 18 
completed with the exception of the roof, which w1ill be on in a 
Short, time. 

_ It, has been the policy of the Board of Directors not, to allow the 
instiftution to go in arrears on current expenses nor to let any con- 
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tract on the new building until the money was avallable with which 
to meet, the payments under the contract. In my judgment, it, is a 
wise policy. | | Ber s _ 
There has been raised on the field this year $20.684.00 in cash. 
During the last three years $66,684.00 has been raised on the field 
and we have now in good subscriptions $20,896.00 Tor the Memorial 
Building. A new barn costing Three Thousand Dollars has been 
built /and paid for during the past year. Thirly per cent of all 
cash received goes to current expenses, debts and repairs. Seventy 


per cent, goes into the new building. The farm 1s being improved 


each year and is of great, benefit in making the institution in part 
Self supporting. | | 

Last February a program was glven in the Shrine Temple by the 
Deaconess School children and the Montana Wesleyan Glee Club. 
Twenty-five hundred people listened to the concert and the value of 
the advertising received: is inestimable. 

The Board of. Trustees desire to thank our Sunday Schools for 
8plendid spirit shown in sending gifts to the School at the Christmas 
SEASON. | 

The Board of Directors and faculty rejoice in the blessings that 
have come to us through the years.

Hancher, Counsellor in Finance, tor a ten year Development Program.

Due to the fact that the. existence of 
the college depends upon its accrediting, and the meeting of pre- 
SCribed standards of accrediting Ass0clations, we pledge our hearty

6. We recognize the great advance made at Montana Wesleyan in 
recent, years under Dr. Chas. M. Donaldson as President, and con- 
tinued under Dean Allan C. Lemon. To Dean Lemon and the facul- 
ty at the opening of a most, promising year we pledge our cordial 
Interest, and support.

To Dr. Hickman in his fine constructive effort 
we proffer our good-will and our patronage. We recommend the 
election of Edward Laird Mills, and George D. Wolfe, as trustees 
with H. G. Humphrey as visitor. 

Recognizing the excellent work. done by the Board of Education 
for negroes, we recommend, therefore, that, each pastor preach at 
least, once a year on the outlook for the black man in the United 
States and in Africa, and the relation of the schools of the Board of 
Education for Negroes to his evangelization. TY 

We appreciate the responsibility and opportunity presented to the 
church by the presence of hundreds of students-from our Methodist 
homes in the State University. We request that, the pastor at the 
Seat, of each unit of the University, together with the Bishop., and 
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the District Superintendent in each territory, make a Study of the 
Situation and report same with recommendations to the next ses- 
Sion of the annual Conference, through the Board of Education. 


We urge our pastors to enlist the high school students in their 
respective charges to avail themselves of the credits offered for 
Bible study and to provide facilities in their Sunday Sehools for 
meeting the state requirements for s8uch credit. 


We recommend the appointment of Louls Ortmayer and George 
D. Wolfe as a committee, with power to add to their number, to 
study the religous and moral conditions prevailing in our high

Progress in Six Years. 


Using commercial phraseology I will say that during the last 81x 
vears that, I have been with the school, everyone connected with 
the college has done everything in his power to *sell” it to the preach- 
ers and people of the state. I mean by that that we have taken 
"efficiency as our motto and have s0ught in every way to build a 
college of which you could be proud. Bishop Burns, Rev. Humphrey 
Dr. Donaldson, Dr. Bovard, the Executive Committee, the Trustees. 
the Faculty and a number in the student, body have diligently done 
eveything in their power for the school. We feel that we have lived 
up to our motto, and that we have one of the best little colleges 
to be found anywhere in the country. We take off our hats to none 
of them when it comes to scholarship, we have consistently sur- 


passed and led schools ten times our size in student activities, we 
pride ourselves on the high spiritual ideals of our students, and we 


olfer a wholesome s0cial life, molded by loyalty, enthusiasm, and 
vim, into that very tangible definite, concrete, vital force, known as 


_ the "Wesleyan Spirit.” Gentlemen, you should be intensely proud 


of your college. 


T am sure I am in no way detracting from the work of the great 
pioneers, who*through years of sacrifice laid firm and stable founda- 
tions on which we are building today, when IT say that during the 
pas, 8Ix years we have made almost unbelievable progress in the 
college. For two years now we have been conceded by the sport 
writers of the state to have the best, football team in the state, in the 
past Tour years we have met seventeen schools in debate and have 
won thirteen victories. We. have won four unanimous decisions from 
Montana State at. Bozeman and one unanimous decision each from 
Morningside, Colorado Aggies and Gooding. We have won 2 to | 
decisions from Pennsylvania State, Michigan Aggies, Montana State 
University, St. Charles and Billings Poly. Our Glee Club has toured 


the entire state singing in the principal towns and has been highly 
recommended for its work. - = 


_ 
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Emphasis on Scholarship. 


In the realm of scholarship we have also won much recognition. 
\We have been admitted to the Ass0clation of American Colleges, we 
have been accredited by the Montana State Board of Education whicn 
n0w grants the Montana State Certificate to our graduates without ex- 
amination. A large number of our graduates are now doing postgrad- 
nate work for advanced degrees in eastern universities. We wlll 
have at least, five of them in Theological Seminaries this next year. 
A large number are holding, or preparing to hold, good respons1Ible 
noSitions. One of the recent, class has been elected to a high schoo! 
teaching position for next year at a salary of $2,000, which shows 
the recognition we have gained through the department of educa: 
{10N. | 

Stating briefly the changes we have experienced in this short time 
we would Say: ” 

1. The quality of the students has been greatly raised. We have 
gotten entirely away Ttrom the 1dea that Wesleyan 1s a preparatory . 
School for refractory individuals. | 

2. 'The very best high school graduates of the state, athletes, de- 
baters, musicans and studenis are looking our way. We will have 
more than our share of the high school valedictorians in our student 
body this year. 

3, We have had very rapid growth in the college idea. SIx years 
ago the academy was far in the majority, there being only titteen 
in the college department. 'To day the college is dominant in every- 
thing with an enrollment ot 130. 

4. We have had a marked growth in the Liberal Arts work. 'The 
young people of today are realizing the necessity of a good lounda- 
t10n in the learning and culture of the ages and are more and more 
coming to spend four years work in the arts before specializing. The 
materialistic 1dea of education has had a strangle hold on Montana in 
years past. Everywhere the technical and vocational has been em- 
phasized to the detriment of the cultural and spiritual in education. 
As Horace Blake Williams has said, *'We have put, success ahead of 
Sell-realization. Life is being lost, in the effort to live.” It is there- 
fore emphasized in Weslevan at every opportunity, that a broad, 
cultural foundation, with an Arts degree if possible, is a necessity 
before the professional work is begun. Is four years too long to 
Spend in college? I will give you the answer in the words of James 
A. Gartield when he was President, of Hiram College. A father in- 
quired 1t his; s0n could not, take a shorter course than the regular 
baccalaureate course. *Oh, yes.” said Mr. Garfield, *He can take a 
Short, course. Tt, all depends on what your want to make -of him. 


When God wants to make an oak He takes a hundred years, but He 
lakes only two months to make a s8quash.” 


Why a Christian College. 


2. 'The idea of the Christian college is gaining ground. Montana. 
has been afflicted with the idea that there is little place for the 
Christian college, that the denominational college has served its 
day, that, we are duplicating the work of the State Institutions. God 
forbid that any s&uch propaganda should gain lodement, or favor. As 
an answer to this I cannot, do better than to quote President Harker 


In the justification of the Christian college. He savs that the PuUrPOSE 
of a college is: 


1. To discover ability. and 

2. To develop and train that ability. 

In these two respects the work of the denominational college and 
the State inst.itutions runs parallel, but, from here the denominational 


College goes on performing two more vital services to humanity. 
ey are: | 
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3. To call attention to the world's needs, and 
4. To inspire young men and women to meet the world's needs 
accoraing to the program of Jesus Christ. 

In these last two services the Christian college has rendered the 
world a great service and will continue to do 80, where the state 
institution cannot. MAY | 

Then there is that fine statement from Dr. Seaton in the Pacific 
Christian Advocate for August 8, in which he justiflies the Christian 
denominational schools by showing that the church depends upon its 
colleges for its leadership, not, only in the ministry, but in teaching, 
law, medicine and statesmanship. 'The Christlan college also trains a 
great group of followers as well as leaders by giving them the proper 
ideals of life toward the program of the Masler. MY

Acecomplishments in 1922-23. 


|. Enrollment. There was: an 1increase in enrollment tirom 174 
in 1921-22 to 214 in 1922-23, a gain of 21 percent. Enrollment in the 
college department increased from 99 in 1921-22 to 130 1n 4922-23, an 
increase of 31 per cent. We are coming more and more to attract 
our own Methodist people to our school. It all the Methodist students 
in Montana were attending Montana Wesleyan we would have the 


largest, institution in the state. That is something for us to think. 
about. . 


2, Graduates. The class of 1923 numbered 26. Of these, eleven 
received the Bachelor of Arts degree. The other fifteen received d1- 
plomas Tfrom the other departments. 

3. Curriculum. A *standard” college curriculum has been main- 
tained. This means that, eight, departments, with the head of each 
department, having an M. A. degree, at, least, has functioned. "The 
work offered compares very favorably with that given by the other 
Methodist colleges and other standard colleges throughout the coun: 
[ry. The Montana State Department, has granted State Certificates 
to our graduates, good for six years, in Montana with privilege of 
renewal without examination. | 
_ 4, Student body. The student body is one of very high quality and 
Is, without, doubt, the finest in Montana. Most of them have high 
Christian 1deals, with many of them definitely planning to enter 
Some form of Christian service. It is because of their great spirit 
{hat we have excelled in student activities the past year, especially In 
football, debating and Glee Club work. 

2. Pastor's School. A school for Rural Pastors was held at Wesle- 
yan during the year. For a period of two weeks 47 men and women 
received inspiration under the fine leadership of Valentine Deich, 
Dr. McAllister and Dr. J. E. Hawk, of Ohio. The school was a great 
SUCCESS, 

6. Summer School of Theology. Following the Pastor's School a 
School for the undergraduates of the two conferences was held. This 
lasted Tor one week and was under the direction of Prof. Paul M-: 
Adams of Montana Wesleyan and Dr. E. C. Hickman of the Kimbal! 
School of Theology. Seventeen were in attendance. 

7. Merger. With a fine spirit, manifested by both Presbyterians 
and Methodists, the idea of merging the educational interests of the 
iwo bodies, was diseussed in joint committee and later voted Þby 
{he Presbyt@rians. The details are to be worked out by committees 
and tinal plans approved later. / 

8. Finances. President Donaldson did valiant service throughout 
ihe year up to the time of his resignation in April. Since then 
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i\lexander Muirden, as Field Secretary, has been pending his en- 
'ire time In the Hleld. He has secured in new pledges, $1728.10. Of 
[his $1237.00 has been paid in cash. He has also collected on old 
ledges $342.50, making a total cash collection of $1680.10 with pledges 
unpaid of $190.90. In addition to his. collections Brother Muirden has 
l0enN an asset to the college in the field in creating general good 
will and a Tfavorable attitude toward the college. 


0), Wesleyan Day. LIhis was voted by this conference last year. 
The goal toward which to drive was $1.00 for every member in the 
churches. There was a very poor response.. The college greatly need- 
ed this money and has met with decided embarrassment because it 
(id not come in. The total collected in this conference was Mon- 
lana, $88.21. : 

10. The Faculty. They are a tine eroup of Christian ladies and 
ventlemen, loyal, slncere and true. They have rendered a great 
Sacrificial service to the Methodists of. Montana. They have worked 
long hours, meeting with many discouragements, but steadiastly hold- 
ing the Christian example before the students and striving faith- 
fully mM every way to' maintain standards, improve scholarship, 


__ strengthen the institution, and to let their hght shine in the hearts 


O01 the students, that taithful, Christian leaders may be trained tor 


the Master's service. Most, of the Faculty attend St. Paul's church 
and render valiant, service there.

D. com- 
pleted except thesis, at Chicago; Academy English, Mrs. Mildred E.

3. New President. Plans are under way for the selection of a 
new presidenf, as 800n as the details of the merger are consummated. 
4, A ten-year Program. A large program to which we all might 
work is needed for our (College. With this in mind I have worked out 
a future ten year expansion program. This has been passed out, to 
you on a separate sheet. 
Finances. A þhrief statement of our present tinancial condition 
has been passed out to you. This, of course, is our own appraisal. A 
new appraisal is to be made by the merger committees and an audit 
made $80 that, the exact financial condition of the school will be de- 
lermined. Suffice it, to say that the one big handicap under which we 
constantly labor is the lack of money. All other phases of Wesleyan 
life is prospering and waiting to make a rapid. march ahead if the 
money can only be secured. | 
a. Endowment Campaign. The details of the financial plans for 
the college will he announced after the merger is completed. The 
college must, have immediate endowment to maintain accrediting. For 
e current, year there will be no increase in the budget. There is 
general agreement, among college administrators that a standard col- 
lege must, have a budget of $50,000 per year as a minimum. Wesleyan 
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has a budget of $40,000 with no increase until endowment, 1s ralsed. 
It, is very difficult to maintain standards under these conditions. 


b. Weslevan Day. This day should be faithfully and earnestly 0b- 
Served. A great many people, no matter how much they have given 
to other things, are willing to pay a dollar or more to the college on 
this day. We should make our goal a dollar per member. If pusheq 
a little this would be a real hfe saver for the college. 


Pastors should also do more in Securing bequests, annnties and 
wills for the college. A great many of the Methodists of Montana in 
days gone by have sweat blood for the college. How many are doing 
if now? The college can only -be huilt by the herdest, kind of work 
and sacrifice on the part. of all. I pledge the Facully and Student 
Body to continue to do their part. Wul the pastors and Methodists 
of Montana do theirs? It is your college; it 1s Cour” college; let 
everyone $ay, *It is my college.” With each person feeling an in- 
dividual. personal responslþbility, we can carry forward under the 
blessing of God and under the leadership of the Lord Jesus Chris!

Billings Deaconess Hospital. 
Bishop and Brethren :— 
___T hardly know how best to make a-report of the Billings Deaconess 
Hospital which will cover the ground in such a manner as to give a 
coneise $statement of the present situation. | | | 
However, I will begin by saying, from a hole in the ground filled 
with water and dead sheep, the water submerging two fine Kewanee 
High Pressure Boilers costing $5000.00, to a fine Plece of steel and 
cement, re-enforcement-structure, 4 stories high with a roof on top is 
the s8tory of the Billings Deaconess Hospital to date. On the 15th 
of [his month the corner-stone was laid under Maxsonic ausPices, the 
Grand Master Claude J. McAllister heing the 80n of a Methodist, 
preacher formerly of this conference. The Grand Chaplain was Dr. 
_ Geo. D. Wolfe and the address of the occasion was made by our own 
Bishop, Chas Wesley Burns. More than 800 Masons took part in a 
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Drocessi0n which numbered more than a thousand men and women. 
We feel that something out, of the ordinary has been accomplished in 
the past, 17 months. Out of ruins and chaos, the institution carrying 
2 bad reputation, we have witnessed, as we have gone quietly about 
the work, the citizens of the Midland Empire, who were really dis- 
gusted with the whole situation coming back as friends, cautiously 
perhaps, not, very enthusiastic maybe, but nevertheless gradually re- 
newing their interest in the institution. We Teel that this perhaps 
has been the greatest part of the work s0 far. Work costing at least 
$2000.00 has been done which cannot be seen by one not acquainted 
with the work of construction. work that had to be done over. All 
work and materials used up to the present time 1s paid for. There 
is $14,500 worth of terra cotta trimmings on the ground half of which 
is Paid for. The present cost of the work including the site is 
$100,000.00 and it will cost, $125,000 to have the buildings ready for 
0ccupancy. This is a lot of money to ralse. under the present finan- 
cial conditions, for during the past 10 months, 14 banks have closed 
their doors within a radius of 50 miles of Billings. Just how long 
it will take to complete the task, I do not know, but God willing 
We will stayv with the job until it 1s completed. Many thanks and 
much praise is due the General Deaconess Board and Bishop Burns 
it Providing the salary of the Superintendent, thus enabling him to 
assure all subscribers that every cent ol their subscriptions would 
-% p49 the building fund. It has also put heart into the superinten- 
ent. 

Brethren I must, admit, for a while, I felt out of place in the work. 
It was the first, time T- ever attempted to get an institution out of a 
hole, when not, serving a regular pastorate. Here I was without a 
pars0nage, NO Congregation, no Sunday School, no Epworth League, 
etc. I really felt that I was in detached service. But there has 
come a great, change. As a pastor I am monarch of all I survey, It 
would be a strange thing if I did not preach once—twice—or three 
times even on a Sunday. I have a class of hetween 30 and 40 fine 
men, each Sunday morning, a part of the Methodist, Sunday School. 
we meet, in the Masonic Temple, and we have good times, a strenuous 
hour for the teacher I assure you. I have preached in every charge 
between Livingston and Forsyth, Cody Wyo. and Roundup. In Bil- 
lings I have preached 5 Sundays for the Congregationalists, 10 Sun- 
days for the Christians, 5 Sundays for the Presbyterians, once for the 
Episcopalians, twice for the Baptist and frequently lead prayer meet- 
ings. $0 I now feel I am far from being in detached service and as- - 
Sure you I am beginning to like the work. Brethren pray for me and 
the situation at Billings. Protestantiem is on the up-grade in that 
city. The Catholic people have just, completed a big fine hospital 
which they claim has cost $700,000.00. The Catholic subscribers to our 
insfitution have repudiated their suþscriptions now their building 18 
finished and we must, not, fail to give to that, great Empire the healing 
Service of our great, Methodist Church.

Stephen Alpheus Coburn was born in Buſfalo, New York on Sep- 
tember 14th, 1893. He attended the public schools in Buftalo, and also 
was a graduate of the Wilson Memorial Academy of Nyack, New 
York. He was married on September 19th, 1914 to Elizabeth Martha 
Haldeman at Altoona, Pennsylvania. To this union was born one 
child, Stephen Edwin, whose death we also mourn at this time. Mr.

Article I. 


The Board of Trustees—The Board of TrustLees, after the first year, 
Shall number not, less than three nor more than seven, all of whom
